Dear Sir. 

Every thing at the Fair is going smoothly. The medals going off at about 1000 a day. 

The morning while busily engaged in selling medals I was handed an open letter from the 
Dept, of Collections which ordered me to stop selling until satisfactory arrangements were made 
with that dept, in regard to making daily returns of sales. I told the collection that I would have to 
see Mr. Stocks, he the collector said that they did not know Mr. S. and had nothing to do with 
him, but that they were dealing with one. O.C. Bosbyshell, however I found Mr. S. and gave him 
the letter. Mr. S. came to the collection and told him that he or the Gov. Board new nothing of a 
concession to Mr. Bosbyshell and that he would call at the office of collections tomorrow 
morning and see them about it and then told me to continue as before which I did until quitting 
time tonight. 

Mr. S. told the collector that he did not think that Mr. Bosbyshell or himself or anyone 
else had power to make a concession to the Columbian Company to pay them proceeds of sale of 
Gov. material with out an act of congress or the decision of the secy, of the Treasury.
